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Introduction to 
British Parliamentary Papers 


The British Parliamentary Papers of the nineteenth century have 
long been known to contain source material of great value to 
scholars in almost all academic disciplines, but particularly to 
students of history, commerce, economics, sociology and law. The 
changes wrought during the nineteenth century—the effects of the 
Industrial Revolution, the reform of government, the abolition of 
slavery, the development of improved facilities for transport and 
communication, the opening of Africa and the Far East—all these 
and more are reflected in the thousands of volumes of “blue books” 
that rolled off the presses. As one commentator has remarked, the 
papers “are a veritable mine, an almost inexhaustible but largely 
unworked seam of contemporary knowledge of an era when 
humanitarianism was beginning to mould legislation”. 


What are the Parliamentary Papers? 


Parliamentary Papers or ‘“‘blue books’’, so called because of the 
blue paper cover used on so many of them can be divided into 
several categories. Of particular importance are the reports of 
select committees composed of a limited number of Members of 
Parliament who were chosen to examine certain problems relevant 
to the activities of the House of Commons. A second and equally 
important category are the reports of royal commissions or depart- 
mental committees appointed by either the Crown or the minister. 
Membership on commissions was not limited to members of the 
House, nor was the commission bound by the time limit of a 
parliamentary session. The resulting reports were frequently more 
penetrating than those of select committees. 

Besides the reports, the parliamentary papers include correspon- 
dence, returns, bills, accounts and papers, estimates—anything 
ordered by the legislature to be printed. Much of the material 
in these categories provides a key to government policy and its 
development, as well as supplying a large amount of statistical 
information on a broad range of subjects. 
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Using the Parliamentary Papers 


There are approximately 7,000 volumes of Parliamentary Papers 
for the period 1800 to 1925—a mountain of source material that, 
because of its disorganised nature, has defied many a scholar. The 
papers of each parliamentary session were bound in numbered 
volumes, and indexes to these volumes were published periodically. 
For the modern researcher, the basic problem is to extract from 
the sessional set the material relevant to his particular project— 
material which might easily be scattered throughout hundreds of 
volumes. The indexes provide some guidelines, but not enough to 
make identification a simple task. 

Once the scholar has identified his material through the indexes, 
he is confronted with another hurdle: locating the volumes he 
needs. Where identification might have proved baffling, this second 
problem is frequently defeating. Not even the House of Commons 
Library has a complete set of Parliamentary Papers. At this point 
the scholar needs the stamina of an athlete to go from library to 
library, to locate and examine volume after volume, in order to 
cover his subject fully. 


The Irish University Press Publishing Programme 


Recognising these problems of selection and retrieval, the Irish 
University Press has embarked on the project of publishing Parlia- 
mentary Papers in such a way that the material is available in 
compact, manageable units. 

The editors have identified, isolated and grouped into the same 
volume (or volumes) papers relating to the same subject. To ease 
the scholar’s task further, the editors are preparing special indexes 
to the various subject sets. Critical commentaries by noted scholars 
are also in preparation for each subject. 

This unprecedented publishing venture has received world-wide 
acclaim from librarians, scholars and others concerned with re- 
search. Praising the project, Professor P J O’Grady wrote, “‘For 
this edition, and for the Teutonic thoroughness of its editors, the 
student may breathe a sigh of gratitude.” 


Introduction to 
the Canada Set 


Canadian material in the nineteenth-century sessional papers falls 
into two categories, the first relating specifically to the affairs of 
Canada and British North America, and the second, contained in 
more comprehensive intercolonial papers, relating not only to 
Canada but to other colonies as well. Examples of the first kind 
are Lord Durham’s report on the affairs of British North America 
(Irish University Press Canada Vol 2) and the Select Committee 
report of 1857 on the Hudson’s Bay Company (Irish University 
Press Canada Vol 3): the Select Committee reports of 1836 and 
1837 on Aborigines. in British settlements, where Australian 
Aborigines, the Kaffirs and the Indians of the Red River are treated 
of side by side, provide good examples of the second kind (Irish 
University Press subject set Vols Aborigines 1 and 2). The subject 
list which follows contains a// the papers relating specifically to 
Canada and British North America throughout the nineteenth 
century but not those which treat of other areas as well. The inter- 
colonial papers have been arranged by Irish University Press in 
such subject sets as Anthropology— Aborigines ; Colonies— General ; 
Emigration; Government— Diplomatic Service; and United States. 
The first four volumes of the Canada set contain the reports of 
major importance in the affairs of the colony. These are followed 
by all other reports, correspondence and papers published in 
chronological order. 


The total cost of the 36 volume set in this list is US $2408 
which represents a 10° discount on the single volume 
price.

Durham 
proposed to remedy Canada’s troubles by uniting the provinces 
of Upper and Lower Canada and granting them greater control 
of internal affairs. The bulk of this report was written by Durham’s 
chief secretary, Charles Buller.

In 1670 Charles II granted to his nephew Prince Rupert and others 
a vast district around Hudson Bay for the purpose of trading with 
the inhabitants. The Hudson’s Bay Company which arose from 
this held exclusive trading rights in this territory (and later British 
Columbia, Oregon and Vancouver Island) for almost two centuries. 
Early trouble with the French gave way after the treaty of Utrecht 
to serious disputes with a rival company, the North West Fur 
Company. The two companies amalgamated in 1821. The Union 
of the British North American Provinces limited the scope of the 
Hudson’s Bay Company and in 1869 it surrendered its territorial 
rights.

The greater portion of this volume deals with the clergy reserves 
which were the cause of much anxiety and dissatisfaction in the 
provinces. Despite the enlightened and progressive recommenda- 
tions of the Select Committee 1828 on the State of the Civil Govern- 
ment of Canada (in Canada Volume | above) the question of the 
reserves remained a burning issue throughout the first half of the 
century. By an Act of 1791 certain lands were appropriated for 
clergy. These lands, however, remained uncultivated, a hindrance 
to the progress of the provinces and incapable of supporting the 
clergy. The specification of Protestant clergy in the Act gave rise 
to much heated controversy so long as it excluded the clergy of 
other denominations.
